I ara well aware of the fact that 
parents are disposed to take the part 
of their children, and am strongly 
opposed to finding 
fault with the 
faculty, for they have lots to con­ 
tend with and should be upheld as 
far as possible, but this decisive ac­ 
tion is quite beyond reason. 
A law 
must be tempered with reason. 
I condemn this action of the board 
most severely, and feel that a higher 
authority than this august body of 
men who framed 
this law, should 
pass judgment on Its merits. 
The city 
officials 
or 
the state 
should take up the matter immedi­ 
ately. 
This Is intended in all good faith 
to the ones who are endeavoring to 
instruct our youth, and I would up­ 
hold them within 
reason 
in any 
steps they may take to encourage a 
uhigher standard in our schools* but
